Filling of duck p onds with water 
from artesian wells to the detrim ent 
of agricultural p ursuits in 
the 
west 
and southw est sections of the county 
was indicated in a motion a t the As­ 
sociated Cham bers of Comm erce at 
the Palisades last night ap p ointing a 
committee to co-op erate w ith the Dis­ 
trict attorney and the sheriff in efforts 
to p ut a stop to the useless waste of 
water from artesian wells. 
H. A. L ake of Garden Grove called 
the attention of the body to a condi­ 
tion obtaining in and around Garden 
Grove at this time. 
» 
“Many farm ers in the vicinity of 
Garden Grove have been comp elled to 
work over the ir artesian w ells in order 
to obtain sufficient water to carry their 
crop s,” declared Lake. 
“T he 
water 
level has been drop p ing considerably 
in the p ast few weeks, through the 
aotion of the gun clubs in op ening 
wells to fill their duck p onds. Our 
farmers need the water to carry on 
their farming op erations, and success­ 
ful farming op erations are very essen­ 
tial at this tim e.” 
Lewr H. W allace moved 
tha t 
the 
chairman, secretary and L ake be made 
a committee to take the m atter up 
with the d istrict attorney and sheriff 
to see if action could r o t be taken 
that would result in abatem en t of the 
nuisance. 
Je tty Big Suc c e s s 
Lew H. W allace, rep orting for the 
harbor com m ittee, said tha t the jetty 
had been severely tested w ithin the 
p ast two or three 
day s 
by 
heavy 
ground swells that had beaten against 
the jetty , and tha t the structure 
had 
p roved that it was sufficiently strong 
to withstand the p ounding of heavy 
breakers during the hard est 
storm 
season. 
T he breakers broke as high 
as twenty feet over the jetty and nev­ 
er a rock wras disp laced. 
“The test w as as severe as we will 
have at any tim e during the winter,” 
said Wallace, “and I am p roud to say 
that the jetty has dem onstrated that 
it is substantial and cap able of with­ 
standing the heaviest storm s of the 
y ear. 
I am also p roud to say that the 
jetty has dem onstrated its effect p n 
the bay entran ce and that sm all boats 
can enter the bay at 
any 
season— 
storm or no storm. 
“The city of Newp ort is now on the 
p oint of entering into a co n tract for 
dredging w ork in the bay . A t the nex t 
meeting of the city council the con­ 
tract will p robably be signed for the 
work p rovided for under the $50,000 
bond issue voted for such work. 
“As soon as the dredging Is done 
there will be no difficulty in locating 
factories on the bay . During the p ast 
two weeks

W allace 
recited 
briefly 
some of the m atters and p oints that 
had been brought out at the hearing. 
Wallace stated tha t the rep ort of Col. 
H euer on the imp rovement of the har­ 
bor was now in the hands of the p rint­ 
er, after having been received by Con­ 
gress. 
He said it would cost about 
$135,000 to cut the river through to the

was 
trom the railroads and the T ax p ay ers’ 
League, and tha t they were willing 
tha t the work should be done if it did 
not cost them any thing. 
“I accomp anied Col. Heuer on an in­ 
sp ection trip to the p rop osed site for 
op ening the river direct to the ocean,” 
said Wallace, “and Heuer rem arked 
that the p roblem of diverting a river 
from a harbor w as the simp lest in the 
case of the S a n ta Ana river tha t he 
had ever seen in his long service in 
harbor work, and that he had never 
seen more favorable conditions than 
those obtaining there. His rep ort will 
be favorable.” 
F. D. Cornell, oi^the Palisades, called 
attention to the fact that as a direct 
result of the comp letion of the jetty 
and the wonderful effect it had on the 
entrance to the bay , two different p ar­ 
ties rounding the world in y achts had 
stop p ed at the Palisades w ithin the 
p ast few* weeks.

heard only the thunder of hostile guns and saw their 
latest foe.'

It was a bitter birthday . 
And all the bitterness 
is deserved. 
Germany would have war, and she has 
had her till of war. 
She has filled up her own cup 
with gall and wormwood, and must drain it to the 
dregs.

Evidently , the chief 
concern of nation and individual should he people. 
But, one of our great troubles has been that society 


a n d organized greed have considered people by num ­ 
bers only . 
It mak es no difference whether the baby 
horn in New York is an idiot. 
It mak es more people. 
Prices go up. 
Somebody has got to *feed. clothe 
and house that baby . 
The im m igrant landing at 
Ellis Island represents property . 
He mak es more 
people, who m ust pay for the necessities of life. 
Organized greed sees in more babes and more immi­ 
grants m ere assets, and the more “undesirable 
or 
“ rawer” they are the “easier" they are as assets. 
If capital should fully awak e to the fact that 
the better the k ind of people the higher their value 
as property , there would he some radical changes. 
And may be such awak ening is one of the things 
that this\va r will bring on. 
Certain capitalists visiting Seattle, since the 
ship-building boom came on, have been perfectly 
amazed. 
I'housands of m en 111 their oveiall> go 
back and forth between the y ards and their homes 
111 their own automobiles or in tax icabs. 
The streets 
adjacent to the y ards are so park ed by work ingmen s 
machines 
that they re almost impassable. 
I loly 
horrors! 
Revolution or high wages, after the w ar! 
Eight, ten or twelve dollars the day for carpenters, 
machinists, riveters and such, when peace com es. 
Such is the frightful outlook . 
But, those work men 
are buy ing a better class of goods, living better and 
are happier. 
You cannot estimate their value as 
property by their num bers, and none save a fool 
can argue that their value has not greatly increased. 
Individually , these men are certainly better off. and, 
in the final analy sis, that nation is strongest, every 
way , in which the average of content and happiness 
is highest. 


ANOTHER BIG SPLASH 


T here is to be another big splash on Labor Day , 
bigger perhaps than that with which we celebrated 
the Fourth of July . 
The ninety -five ships launched on the national 
holiday m ight be regarded as a tribute to the day , and 
an evidence of American patriotism in general. The 
100 ships that are lik ely to he launched on Labor 
Day will he a specific proof of the devotion of A m er­ 
ican w ork m en to the cause we are fighting for. 
It is their own idea. 
They w ant to celebrate 
their own holiday by a contribution that will adver­ 
tise to all the world ex actly where Am erican labor 
stands in the great conflict of human ideals. 
The k aiser will hear that splash, and it will 
remind him inevitably of the contrast between our 
labor festival and Germany s. 
Every first of M ay 
for y ears has been an ominous day for the German 
government. 
This y ear particularly it was feared 
that the Socialists would break loose. 
Assemblies 
were forbidden, and troops were posted every where 
to prevent uprisings. 
A nd in America we have our 
labor organizations work ing, almost to a man, with 
unex am pled zeal, in co-operation with the govern­ 
ment. 


In ordinary times it may he ex cusable for a 
cqngressm an to represent his district first and the 
United S tates afterw ard, but just now the order m ust 
l>e reversed. 
National interest in every case tak es 
precedence over local advantage. 


“ W e are eating at a common table,” say s P res­ 
ident W ilson, speak ing of the allied food supply . 
There is now plenty for every plate, and Uncle Sam 
tak es ‘a proud satisfaction in his role of host. 


A SCENE FOR THE MOVIES 


One of the hardest things for the people at home, 
as they read the war news and the letters from the 
front, is to visualize the actual fighting— to see their 
Yank ee lads ex actly as they look in the big battles 
on which hangs the w orld’s fate. 
H ere, from the 
pen of a French correspondent, is a description that 
helps immensely : 
“ The finest thing of the combat was the dash 
of the Americans. 
It was a fine thing to see those 
grand fellows, with their tunics throw n off and their 
shirt sleeves rolled up above their elbows, w ading 
the rivers with water to their shoulders and throw ing 
themselves 011 the boche lik e bulldogs. 
“Any one who has seen such a sight k nows what 
rfie Am erican army is good for henceforth and to the 
end of the war. 
At the sight of these men, magnifi­ 
cent in their y outh, phy sical force, good tem per, and 
dash, the Germ ans fled with every leg or surrendered 
without aw aiting the order to throw away their arm s 
and tak e off their suspenders, which is the first 
thing a prisoner is told to do, in order that he may 
be compelled to k eep his hands employ ed and out of 
mischief. 
“The Germans hurried toward our lines, grip­ 
ping their trousers, haggard, and mad with terror. 
“W ould that every m other in France who has 
lost a son in the w ar could have seen that epic sight. 
They would have seen themselves revenged, and it 
would have been some consolation to them in their 
sorrow.” 
W ould that every mother, in America who has 
a son in the w ar—and every father and brother and 
sister and uncle and aunt—could lik ewise see that 
epic sight. 
W e may see it, too. 
W as there ever m ore 
glorious m atter and inspiration for the movies? I hey 
will he giving us that scene, or a duplicate of it. 
tak en from real life, one of these day s.
